marketing, are the servient and not 
the dominant power. 


"Of first importance is produc- 


tion, the only ultimate purpose of 
production is consumption. Certain 
basic facts cali the farmer and the 
laborer together 
upon this eco- 


nomic theory, and the quicker busi- 
ness recognizes the soundness of 
this theory and joins-in-its honest 
development the quicker we will 
reach prosperity and progress. Out 
of the dollar labor pays for the 
products-of the- farm, the farriier 
gets 37 cents us officially reported 
by the joint committee of Congress. 
Ofit of the dollar the farmer pays 
for the products of labor, the la- 
boring man gets even- less.

The recent sharp decline in the 


price of wheat has furnished an out- 
standing example of tho hardships 
which lack of balance In the com- 
modity price structure entails 
In this instance, not only Is the 
depression of the value of wheat a 
major factor in the general eco- 
nomic situation, but the discontent 
engendered Is reflected in various 
schemes for relief which could only 
prove futile or mischievous. 
As Is 


usually true in the face of such a 
dilemma as now confronts the wheat 
growera, there Is a disposition to 
ignore the fundamental 
economic 
aspects of the' difficulty 
and 
to 
strike out more or less blindly at 
imaginary causes. 
What Is needed In the framing of 
policies and measures of relief for 
the producers of wheat IB a frank 
recognition of the conditions which 
have made necessary a post-war re- 
adjustment of the producing- activi- 
ties of farmers, as well as of other 
producers in this country. 
Wheat 
growers are not alone in their sub- 
jection to the vicissitudes of costs, 
prices and markets. To center their 
attack upon speculators, railroads 
and "the Interests" Is to ignore the 
basic causes of the present situa- 
tion. 
THK THING THAT IS. 
The scheme for harassing the 
speculators, 
no 
resort 
to 
cheap 
credit, government price fixing and 
hoarding of the commodity, or brow- 
boating of the railroads, can abolish 
price determination in a world mar- 
ket. 
After the worst that can be 
done in/these directions, it would 
still be necessary for tho produc- 
tion of wheat in this country to be 
adjusted to the world market situa- 
tion. 
There can be no doubt that the 
American wheat growers, as a body, 
are In an exceptionally unfavorable 
position. With wheat selling In Chi- 
cago at around a dollar a bushel, 
a«d the farm prices in Kansas and 
Nebraska about 80 cents, it appears 
that without a material advance in 
price a considerable part ot this 
year's wheat crop may be sold for 
leas than it cost to grow It. 
And while the price of wheat has 
been falling, other prices as a whole 
have been rising until very recently. 
It costs more now to raise a bushel 
of wheat than it did a year and two 
years ago. 
Labor ia 'scarce and ex- 
pensive. 
Farm hands have been 
lured to the cities., by the prospect 
of high wages. The prices of moat 
of the commodities which the farm- 
er has to buy, both in producing his 
crops and in maintaining himself 
and his family, have risen. 
READJUSTMENT NEEDED. 


A basic readjustment either of 
relative demand or of production is 
called for. 
Anything that may be 
done to accelerate the processes of 
general 
economic 
recovery 
in 
Europe, with consequent revival ol 
demand there for foreign foodstuffs, 
would afford a measure of durable 
relief for wheat growers in this 
country. It appears, also, that the 
farmer's difficulties have been ac- 
centuated by tariff rates which are 
able to raise the prices of many ar- 
ticles consumed by him but which 
are powerless to'raise the prices of 
his products that are determined in 
world markets. 
But not all the price disparities 


from which he suffers have their 
origin in the unequal effects of the 
tariff rates. Whether with the ex- 
isting or lower tariff rates, or with 
no protective duties of any sort, m 
any event the demand for American 
manufactures at the present tlme 
would be more nearly m conformity

The relation between the 
movements of wheat ortcos and the 
prices of commodities in general 
which obtained prior to 1914 was 
1 destroyed during the war. 
The sub- 
sequent decline in wheat values has 
been accentuated by the efforts of 
important 
wheat Importing coun- 
tries to become as nearly self-sup- 
porting as practicable In the matter 
of foods. A restoration of something 
like the former price relationships 
probably can be effected only grad- 
ually. 
Meanwhile the drift of economic 


forces is tending to shift the pro- 
duction of wheat and. other agri- 
cultural and livestock products from 
the high-priced lands of this coun- 
try to newer and 
cheaper 
lancis 
elsewhere. 
This fact, however

not sufficient ground for believing 
that the days of

STATEHOOD FOR ALASKA. 


The recent visit of President .Harding aud 


three members of his cabinet to. Alaska has 
made of the territory a center of discussion. 
Undoubtedly the time when Alaska will be 
granted statehood has-been advanced. 


Most of the problems of Alaska have been 


those of government by bureaus and agencies 
fair removed from 1hc territory and are of a 
sort wliitli would be removed if the territory 
became a. state. 


Without entering into the 
argument 
of' 


Alaskan statehood, it may be said that most of 
the old objections no longer obtain. Fisheries, 
timber, gold mines and oil wells furnish a back- 
ground of wealth. 
The population, while it 


does not number more than 30,000 white in the 
Panhandle section and 60,000 in all, is more 
than was the population of many territories 
when they became states. Then there is the 
matter of distance. 


Considering the present means of transporta- 


tion, Alaska is no farther from New york than 
St. Louis was a hundred years ago. Burt M. 
McCouneil, who has writ-ten- on the subject, 
says: 


''The advocate of home rule itr Alaska will 


also be reminded that 98 per cent of (he terri- 
tory belongs Io the Government True enough,; 
but that was once true of all the land that lay j 
between the Alleghauies and the Mississippi, 
and later of I he land that lay beyond. Friends 
of Alaska .will be assured by opponents of self- 
government that Alaskan homesteads arc unfit 
for agriculture, but that was'the contention at 
one time against the western prairies. The 
objection will also be made that'Alaska is not 
contiguous to the United States, aud therefore 
should not be made a state. This has little 
validity, since neither were California nor Ore-

DU BARRY? 


About the middle of the reign 


of Louis XIV there lived in Paris 
a cook by the name of Fabian 
Becu, a remarkably handsome man, 
who found favon in the eyes of a 
certain countess of Categny, who 
carried ' her Infatuation so far as 
to marry him. Their wedded life, 
however, was not of long duration 
and after bearing him a daughter, 
of whom nothing Is known, Uir 
countess died and left heijatfaira 
in great disorder. 


Becu returned to his kitchen anfl 
entered the services of the beauti- 
ful Mine. Ludrus, one of the fa- 
vorites of Louis XIV. Later, how- 
ever, Mme. Ludrus left the court 
and retired to nor country seat in 
Lorraine, accompanied by her staff, 
of which Becu was a 
member. 
Here Fabian married a fellow ser- 
vant by the name of Jeanne Hus- 
son and passed out of the life of 
his daughter by his previous mai- 
rlage ancl consequently out of the 
life of his granddaughter, who was 
destined to become one of the out- 
standing 
figures of the French 
Revolution—"so dazzling iri he.- 
beauty 
that 
oven 
her 
enemies 


dared not but admit it. 


Known 
to history as. "Mario 
Jeanne 
Gomard 
de 
Vaubernjer, 
Comtcsse Du Barry," the parish 
register of her birthplace describes 
her as "Jeanne, natural daughter 
of Anne Becu—born August 19, 
•1743." 
" It wilt be noted that in the cer- 
tlfifcate the name of tho father Is 
omitted, nor has the question of 
tho paternity of the famous Du 
Barry been settled ta this day, not- 
withstanding 'the fact that it has 
given rise to interminable discus- 
sions between historians and at 
least one long and costly lawsuit. 
The majority of those who-have in- 
vestigated the matter are of the 
opinion that Jeanne Becu's father 
was a certain Gomard De Vaubcr- 
nier, while others maintain that 
the "Gomard" which later ap- 
peared in her name is traceable to 
Jean Jacque Gomard, a fammar 
figure in Paris In the middle ot 
the ighteenth*century. 
When Jeanne was 6 years ola 
her mother drifted to Paris and 
the girl was placed in a conv-ent, 
where, as the Account books of the 
time show, her total 
expenses 
amounted to the munificent sum 
of ,?2.40 a month, which forms an 
interesting contrast to a list of her 
expenditures during the five years 
in which she was' the favorite of 
Louis XIV. The list, admittedly 
incomplete, Includes such Items as 
"goldsmiths and jewelers, $424,000; 
to merchants of silks, satins and 
linens, $147,500; for furniture, pic- 
tures, etc., ,$23,500; to 
gilders, 
sculptors and workers in marble, 
$70,000; to one riding habit, of 
white Indian silk, $1200; to tho 
embroidering of one court dress, 
$2100." 
After leaving the convent J'eannc 
supported herself by the sale of 
cheap jewelry on the streets of 
Paris, but chanced ono day to at- 
tract the attention of a,*Mme. Le- 
grade, an eccentric woman of so- 
ciety,, who hired her as a com- 
panion. A little later she met Jean, 
Vicomte Du Barry, and through', 
his influence was presented at 
court, where Louis fell in love with 
her almost immediately. 
Unlike mosfof the affairs of the 
French king, this aws not the in- 
fatuation of an hour. 
He fell in- 
stantly and pompletely in love with, 
-the'unknown girl—and .never fell 
out of love with her»as long as-he 
lived. 
In reply to remonstrances con- 
nected with the lack of Information 
as to the 
parentage of Jeanne 
which appeared upon her birth rec- 
or9, the king replied: "Let the right 
authorities make her legitimate." 
Accordingly messages were sent to 
her birthplace and a new birth 
certificate drawn up, together with 
a document attesting her mother's 
legal marriage to M. De Gomard 
De Vaubernier. 
Then followed one of the most 
remarkable careers in history—a 
career which reached its climax in 
the order which Louis gave for 
the 
famous 
diamond 
necklace 
which did so much to hasten the 
French Revolution. 
Shortly after 


the outbreak of the Reign of Ter- 
ror, Du Barry was arrested by, or- 
der of her Bengalese servant, who 
had attained a position of import- 
ance under the new government. 
She was sentenced to death arid 
beheaded the same day. But not 
even the efforts of more..than a 
century of almost constant search 
into her antecedents have served 
to solve the mystery of her birth.

2000 'miles off her coursel

is believed to have been damaged 
to the extent of $20,000. 


She will be the first square rig-- 
gervto reach Los Angeles in 20 
years. 
She 
was purchased five 
months ago by W. L. Comyn & 
Co., 
Inc., of San Francisco. . Be- 


fore changing owners, and while 
flying the house flag of the City 
of Houston Shipping company, the 
Monfalcone was-in the Gulf-Atlan- 
tic lumber trade. 
Later, she was 
struck by a West Indian hurricane, 
dismasted and towed to Gulf port, 
Miss., for repairs.
